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On the 23d a Russian Jew named Alex- 
ander Berkman, who had traveled all 
the way from New York for the pur- 
pose, gained access, after many at- 
tempts, to the private office, in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., of Henry C. Frick, the presi- 
dent of the great Carnegie steel and 
iron corporation, and making a sudden 
and murderous attack upon the unsus- 
pecting gentleman, shot him twice 
through the neck. Later, during a 
struggle for life, the madman twice 
plunged a stiletto into the back of his 
victim before he was finally overcome 
and disarmed. After his arrest the 
would-be assassin had a narrow escape 
from lynching. Mr. Frick was painful- 
ly, but, it was hoped, not dangerously 
wounded. 

On the 25th the tube works of the 
Edison general electric plant, at 
Schenectady, N. Y., were burned; loss, 

75,000. 

On the 24th Miss Carrie Roberts, a 
prominent young artist of Detroit, 
Mich., was out boating on the Detroit 
river with Alfred Wells, when they got 
in the way of a passing tow-boat and 
were thrown into the water by their 
boat capsizing. Before aid could reach 
them they were drowned. 

On the 25th Bay City, Mich., was vis- 
ited by a disastrous conflagration, 
which burned over 300 houses, covering 
thirty blocks, and entailed a loss esti- 
mated at $1,000,000. One sick woman 
was burned to death. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Busryess failures occurring through: 
out the county during the seven days 
ended on the 22d numbered for the 
United States 168, and for Canada 19, a 
total of 187, as compared with 190 for 
the previous week and 254 for the cor- 
responding week of last year. 

ACCORDING to the London Times, the 
Salisbury government will carry out 
the programme which it adopted prior 
to the dissolution of parliament, and 
will resign immediately after a vote of 
‘*‘no confidence” is passed. 

ON the 23d the grand trustees of the 
order of elks met in Washington. De- 
cisive steps were taken in regard to 
what is known as ‘“‘The New York 
case,” which has been regarded with 
interest throughout the country. 

It is stated that Fred Ilaines, an 
engineer, recently took into Deadwood, 
S. D., specimens of gold ore that assay 
$46 to the ton. The rock fairly glitters 
with precious metal. Haines refused 
to say where the find was made, but 
claims there is plenty where it came 
from.

CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





SMALLPox has been discovered in a 
camp of Japanese laborers in Idaho and 
the people have resolved to run the 
Japs out of the country. 

Tuer total collections from all sources 
of internal revenue for the year ending 
June 30, 1892, were $153,857,543. For 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1891, 
$146,035,415; increase $7,822,128. There 
was a decrease in the receipts from the 
tax on snuff, tobacco and the special 
taxes relating to tobacco, of $1,795,777. 

THE number of casualties at Chicago 
on the 26th, surpassed by far all pre- 
vious records. Besides the death of six- 
teen people from sunstroke, eighty-eight 
were taken to the various hospitals or 
their homes, prostrated by the intense 
heat. Of these several will die. 

THE condition of crops in Johnson 
County, Ark., and vicinity is becoming 
distressing. Norain bas fallen there 
for two months and all vegetation is 
suffering. If there is no rain soon the 
entire corn crop will be a total failure. 

EXPERIMENTS with flax in Minnesota 
show thatthe finest of linencan be made 
from it. Ten dozen towels made of 
Minnesota flax have just been received 
at St. Paul from Belfast, Ireland. 

Miss KATHERINE LEEBER, aged 21 
years, and the child of Ed. Stanley were 
found dead in bed at Jeffersonville, 
Ind., on the 25th. Itis supposed they 
were killed by the heat, which was in- 
tense. Hundreds of men have quit work 
on account of the high temperature. 

It is estimated that Illinois will send 
5,000 Knights Templar to the Denver 
encampment. 

Tue thermometer reached 99 degrees 
at Milan, Tenn., on the 25th. Six cases 
of sunstroke were reported from the 
rural districts, and many cattle are 
dying from the excessive heat. —

A DANGEROUS PLATFORM, 


Am Extraordinary Declaration by the 
Straddling Democrats. ; 

The democratic platform is remarka- 
ble for its length, its verbosity, its 
weakness and its vulnerability. Itvwas 
evidently construeted by Senator Vila, 
who was designated by the chairman 
of the committee to read it because ha 
was ‘familiar with its phraseglogy.” 
Having been constructed by Vilas it 
could not be other than prolix and 
wordy. He is a phrase maker, and en-

The platform 
declares in favor of the protection of 
American industries, and the candidate 
is the embodiment of that idea. Itwas 
necessary, therefore, for the democratic 
party to declare itself on this question, 
and it has done so in an extraordinary 
manner.

AS OTHERS SEE US. 


Comment in England on the Attempted 
Assassination of Mr. Frick—An Unpleas- 
ant Picture Reflected by the Mirror 
Held Up to Us—The“Thunderer” Indulges 
In Thinly-Velled Sarcasm at Mr. Carne- 
gie’s Expense. 

Lonpon, July 26.— The attempted 
murder of Frick, the Carnegie mana- 
ger, has aroused widespread attention 
among the working classes. The gen- 
eral expression is one of condemnation. 
Tom Mann, the labor leader, who is 
noted for the moderation of his views, 
is reported as saying: ‘‘The British 
working classes will strongly condemn 
any attempt at assassination and the 
pretext of avenging the wrongs or as- 
sisting the cause of labor. Indeed, we 
working people of Great Britain have 
every reason to oppose anarchy, for we 
have the making of the laws ourselves, 
and will soon have the full control. 
Then, if capital treats labor unjustly, 
we will pass laws that will make the 
capitalists the anarchists if they at- 
tempt to resist the laws. This is pos- 
sible under our system, where parlia- 
ment directly reflects the desires of the 
majority and has absolute power of 
legislation. I understand it 1s differ- 
ent in America, where it is said that 
certain provisions of the constitution 
would have to be repealed before the 
majority could rule. But that is for 
the people to change. 

Mr. Mann added: ‘I am surprised to 
learn that the assassin in this case is a 
foreigner. All the famous assassins I 
have heard of in America have been 
Americans, including the men who 
killed Presidents Lincoln and Garfield, 
the noted Fisk and the man who re- 
cently attempted to kill Sage. The 
American record on the subject of as- 
sassination is an awful one. Two 
presidents have been assassinated 
within little more than a _ quar- 
ter of a century; whereas & 
is more than 400 years since the 
assassination of a ruler of France. 
Eveu despotic Russia has only seen two 
rulers assassinatedin the present cen- 
tury, and Mexico, the neighbor of the 
United States, has not, I believe, seen a 
single ruler die by the assassin’s hand.” 

A prominent tory said Englishmen 
would feel inclined to condemm such a 
crime as the shooting of Mr. Frick most 
strenuously, but for the slightly veiled 
sympathy extended by Americans to 
assassination and outrage in Ireland. 
In view of the record of several hun- 
dred lyncbings and other murders re- 
ported in the United States during the 
last few months, he did not think one 
more or less made any serious difference 
to the outside world. He did not be- 
lieve there was any danger of that 
method of settling labor disputes being 
imported to England. It was not the 
British way. 

The Times says: ‘‘Berkman over- 
stepped the line, but his crime differed 
only in degree from deeds of lawlessness 
and violence which not many strike lead- 
ers venture heartily to discourage, and 
which some even openly advocate and 
defend. Mr. Carnegie’s position is sin- 
gular. ‘he avowed champion of trades 
unions now finds himself in almost 
ruinous conflict with the representa- 
tives of his own views. He has proba- 
bly by this time seen cause to modify 
his praise of unionism and the sweet 
reasonableness of its leaders. Or are 
we to assume that the doctrine is true 
in Glasgow, but not in the United 
States, or that it ceases to be applicable 
the moment Mr. Carnegie’s interests 
are tviiched.” 


PRESIDENT AND KING. 


A Pleasant Exchange of Courtesies Be- 
tween President Harrison and King 
Humbert. 

WASHINGTON, July .26.—The depart- 
ment of state yesterday made public a 
pleasant exchange of courtesies be- 
tween President Harrison and King 
Humbert of Italy. Under date of the 
18th inst., the secretary of the navy ad- 
dressed a letter to the secretary of 
state, advising him that he had learned, 
unoflicially, that the steamer bearing 
the statue of Columbus, a gift of Ital- 
ian-Americans, for the city of New 
York, was likely to be accompanied by 
a vessel of war of the kingdom of Italy, 
and that the visit would concur with 
the Columbus celebration to take place 
in October next, under the auspices of 
the city of New York. The secretary 
of the navy expressed the cordial satis- 
faction of the navy department at this 
intelligence, and gave assurance that 
the Italian vessel of war would receive 
a cordial welcome, worthy of such an 
honored visitor. 

The letter of the secretary of the 
navy was sent to the Italian minister 
in this city, and on the 2ist inst. the 
minister, Baron Fava, informed the 
secretary of state that the royal cruiser 
“‘Bausan” had been designated for this 
mission, and would be at New York at 
the beginning of October. In view of 
this notification, President Harrison 
sent the following telegram to his mai- 
esty, King Humbert: 


WasuinctTon, Jury 21, 1892. 
His Maszsty, HomspertlL, Kine or Iraty, 
Rome— The offer to send an Italian cruiser to 
participate in the ceremonies at New York in 
October affords me occasion to express to your 
majesty my gratification at this signal tribute 
tothe long and steadfast friendship of Italy 
and the United States. 
BexsamMin Hazrrson. 
To this King Humbert responded as 
follows: 
Monza Royar Castuiz, July 23, 1892. 
BenJAMIN HARRISON, PRESIDENT OF THE 
Unirep Srares—In the solemnization of the 
glorious remembrances, my will was that by 
its participation my government might attest 
the sound frieadship which binds Italy to the 
great people of the United States. I thank you 
for having so ndviy received this, my senti- 
ment. ..

AWFUL CONFLAGRATION: — 
Thirty Blocks of Buildings Destroyed by 
Fire at Bay City, Mich.—Most. of the 
Hotseés Consumed ‘the ‘Homes’ of Poor 
People—Two Churches and a Number of 
Stores Go Down—At Least One Human 
Life Lost—The Loss Estimated at Fully 

a Million Dollars. 

Bay Crry, Mich., July 2#.—Monday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock fire broke out in 
the lumber manufacturing establish- 
ment of Miller & Turner, on the west 
side of Water street, atthe foot of 
Twenty-ninth, <A brisk west wind 
sent the flames across Water street to 
the east side, which is pringipally. byilt 
up with stores, hotels and restaurants, 
most of which are of wood. ' 

Within an hour Miller & Turner's 
entire plant had been consumed. The 
fire had also traveled eastwaydsthree 
blocks, cutting a swath two blocks 
wide. At this point the path of the 
conflagration broadened, and block 
after block was swept over with terri- 
ble rapidity. 

Flint, Saginaw and Detroit were tel- 
egraphed to forassistance, and Saginaw 
and Flint responded, each sending an 
engine and quantities of hose. But 
the flames continued to spread in spite 
of the efforts of the’firemen, and at 8 
o'clock at night more than 300 build- 
ings had been destroyed, while the 
conflagration was still sweeping toward 
the eastern limits of the city. 

Most of the buildings destroyed were 
the dwellings of poor people. Many 
rumors are afloat as to the’ number of 
persons who have perished, but so far 
only one fatality is positively known. 
A*voman was sick in one of the houses 
and perished before help could reach 
her. 

The entire loss will reach $1,000,000, 
but nothing as to the insurance can be 
learned thus far. 

The fire covered the territory from 
the river on Thirty-third street to Me- 
Cormick; north to Thirty-first; cast to 
Marsac; north to Thirtieth: east to 
Broadway; north to Fremont; east to 
Stanton: north a block anda half and 
west to the river, thirty blocks in all. 
A terrific wind from the southwest pre- 
vailed. 

In fifteen minutes the entire row of 
frame buildings on Harrison street, 
from Thirty-third to Thirtieth, four 
blocks, were ablaze. Fire companies 
no sooner laid hose on Harrison street 
than they were obliged to run for their 
lives, leaving the hose exposed to the 
heat and flames. 

Long charred and burning boards 
were lifted up bodily by the wind, car- 
riedto a height of 200 feet, whirled 
around like feathers and lodged where 
another fire sprang up immediately. 





From Harrison street the fire worked 
back to Polk, then to Taylor, then to 
Webster, to McCormick and Marsac 
streets, sweeping everything before it. 
The latter streets were occupied by 
residences, some of them of the poorer 
class and the occupants were obliged to 
flee to places of safety. 

The sun looked like a huge ball of 
fire through the black clouds of smoke, 
and was often hidden entirely from 
view. 

Telephone wires were burned down 
and communication with the lower 
part of the city was cut off. Messen- 
gers were then sent, and every availa- 
ble dray. van or other vehicle was 
ushered into service, carrying house- 
hold goods to vacant premises out of 
range of the devouring element. 

The Baptist and Methodist churches 
on Fremontavenue were not spared, 
and they helped spread the blazing cy- 
clone. 

‘‘Where will it end?” asked all, and 
none ventured an answer. 

The course was right to sweep away 
the whole city. Women ran shrieking 
through smoke and fire, and half suffo- 
cated children clung to their dresses. 
There was no cessation of the shower 
of cinders and sparks. Poor people saw 
their homes burning before their eyes, 
but were helpless to do anything to 
save them. 





WITHOUT PRECEDENT. 





The Brutal Torture of Priyate Iams, of 
the Tenth Pennsylvania Regiment, 
Without Authority of Court-Martial, 
Strongly Condemned by National Guards- 
men—Col. Streator Likely to be Called 
Upon to Answer for It. 

New York, July 26.—The punish- 
ment inflicted on private Thomas Iams, 
of the tenth regiment of the Pennsylva- 
nia national guard, stationed ati Home- 
stead, Saturday afternoon for propos- 
ing three cheers for the man who shot 
Chairman Frick, formed the principal 
topic in national guard circles in this 
city to-day. The concensus of opinion 
seems to be that the punishment was 
unprecedented and barbarous, and Col. 
Streator was loudly denounced for not 
giving the man tbe benefit of a court- 
martial. 

Brig.-Gen. Emmons Clark, the former 
commander of the Seventh regiment, 
said: ‘Col. Streator’s action has no 
precedent in this state. The military 
code of New York would not admit of 
such extreme punishment. Of course 
we cannot judge of the conditions at 
Homestead, but it seems to me that the 
punishment was carried to the extreme. 
As there was no martial law proclaimed 
at Homestead, I do not see how Iams 
could have been punished without‘ a mil- 
itary trial. If Private Iams has any 
friends I imagine they will not hesitate 
long in bringing ‘ivil action against 
Col. Streator.” 

A number of other members of vari- 
ous regiments made similar remarks, 
and even many influential citizens ex- 





yrtssed the hope that Col. Streator 


] would not go unpunished,

ELECTION LAWS. 


How They St oald Be Held 





Shetby to Sullivan—An Address to 
the Voters. 





We here insert Mr. Shelby’s let~ 
ter to Dr. Sullivan. Every citizen 
can verify its correctness by read- 
ing the statutes cited in the Alaba- 
ma code of 1386: 

HuntTsvin_k, Ava., July 20, 1892. 
Dr. W. F. Sullivan, Berkley, Ala.: 

“Dear Sir.—I have carefully ex- 
amined the statutes and will now 
answer your letter. 

The officers who hold the election 
at each precinct are as follows: 
Three inspectors, two of whom 
should belong to opposing parties: 
Code Section 352; a returning of- 
ficer; Code Section 355; two clerks 
who are appointed by the inspec- 
tors; Code Section 357; and a Sher- 
iff or Deputy Sheriff; Code Sections 
377, 378. The duties of these ofh- 
cers are prescribed by statute. The 
inspectors, clerks aud returning offi- 
cers receive the same pay per diem, 
the latter being allowed mileage in 
addition. Code Section 386. 

The question is asked, whether 
or not all of the above named offi- 
cers are permitted to be present in 
the room where the election is held? 
First let us examine the question as 
to the returning officer. The name 
of the returning officer of each pre- 
cinct is inthe published notice of 
the election. 

It is his duty to meet the inspec- 
tors at the place of holding the 
election by 8 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of the day of the election. If 
none of the inspectors attend, he 
can appoint three to act, Code Sec- 
tion 355, when the votes are taken 
from the box to be counted “the re~ 
turning officer orfone of the inspec- 
tors must take the ballots one by 
one from the box.” Code 352. 

After he and the inspectors have 
so counted out the ballots, and the 
statement of the result at the box is 
made in writing, Code Section 352; 
the said statement and one of the 
poll lists is delivered to the return- 
ing officer. 

This must be done in forty eight 
hours. Code Section 355; but should 
be done as soon as practicable. 
These statutes show that if theelec 
tion is held in a house, the return 
ing officer has the right to be pres- 
ent in the room. 

As to the Deputy Sheriff: The 
Sheriff gives the notice of the elec- 
tion, Code Section 354. It is his 
duty to have a deputy at each pre- 
cinct if he is not there himself,Code 
Section 377. 

This deputy is the peace oflicer 
to preserve order. “For a violation 
on that day of a provision of the 
election law he can arrest without 
process.” Code Section 378. 

The names of the deputy for each 
precinct is published in the notice 
of election. “If any inspector clerk 
or other officer * * is guilty 
of any corrupt conduct” relating to 
the performance of his duties, such 
conduct is a violation of the election 
laws. Criminal Code Section 4153. 

It is made the duty of the Sheriff 
or his deputy to arrest any person 
on that day without process, who 
is guilty of a violation of the elec- 
tion laws: Code Sec. 375. If the 
Deputy Sheriff willfully or corrupt- 
ly fails to perform his duty, he is 


guilty of a criminaloffense. Crim- 
inal Code, Sec. 4151. 
rom these statutes it will be 


seen that the duties of the Deputy 
Sheriff require that he should have 
access to the room where the elec— 
tion is held. Any other construc- 
tion of the statutes would in some 
cases make it impossible for him to 
perform duties incumbent on him. 

As tothe inspectors and clerks: 
The statutes do not say in words 
that they may or may not be in the 
room where the election is_ held. 
They are silent on the subject. We 
can, however, with certainty deter- 
mine that they have the right be- 
cause of the duties imposed on 
them. To exclude any clerk or in 
spector from the room would be 
unlawful. 

As tothe challengers: Each par- 
ty can select five challengers. he 
rule that electors shall not be allow- 
ed within thirty feet of the ballot 
box. except while voting, does not 
apply to the challengers of cither 
party. They are permitted to go 
as near tothe ballot box as_ they 
please. They are permitted to do 
this for the purpose of challanging 
persons who may be suspected of 
attempting to vote illegally. Code 
Sec. 377-_ I find nothing in the 
statutes that forbids them to enter 
the room where the election is held. 
If they enter the room in such nums 
bers or in such manner as to inter- 
fere with the orderly progress of 
the election, it would be a viola- 
tion of the law on their part. 

Butin my opinion the presence 
of one or two challengers on each 
side in the room where the election 
is held is not forbidden by any law.

Are you a citi- 
zen? Ifso take nothing less than 
what the law allows you. A great 
deal has been said by both sides 
ahout taking’shot guns to the polls 
to enforce their rights. We advise 
you not to do this. This is revolua 
tionary and the negation of all law. 
Let us do all in our power to havea 
peaceable and fair election. Go 
peaceably, yet firmly and resolutely 
ané@ demand your rights If they 
are denied you, and you are count~ 
ed out, then let swift punishment 
be meted out, under the law, to him 
who does the dastardly act.

See to it that your ticket 
has a competent officer in the room 
to see to everything. Hlave a copy 
of the Code of Alabama of 1586 at 
the voting place. 

5. Select five challengers. There 
is no law against one or two of 
them staying in the room if it is 
necessary to secure a fair election. 

6. Have one of the challengers 

detailed to see that the ballot is put 
in the box. One of the ‘ways that 
are dark,” is for the expert to 
change the ballot before it is placed 
in the box. Notice hands and 
pockets. 
7. Warn your friend inside to 
never loose sight of the box. Ans 
other way*is toe change the box. 
When votes are read in the count- 
ing, the friend inside must see every 
ballot. 

S. See that the Deputy Sheriff 
has the election held inan open 
place with the box in view. The 
voter has the right to see his ballot 
put in the box. 

9. Be vigilant allday., Remain 
till the polls are closed. Get the re- 
sult in writing —showing the num-~ 
ber of votes received by every can- 


didate. You cen endorse it on two 
ballots, and immediately send the 
result by hand to H. P. Bone, 


member of Executive Committee, 
Huntsville; Ala. 

10. Make and preserve notes of 
all fraud or irregularities; for the 
officers of the election are liable in 
civil suits for damages, if they are 
guilty of frauds. The purpose is to 
sue, so as to expose and stop fraud. 
Note all offers to bribe. 

11, Observe which one of the 
inspectors takes charge of and keeps 
the ballot box and poll list. It may 
be necessary to secure it by law in 
case of suits. 

12. Have a committee of from 

three to five come with the returns 
ing officer. Stay with him or in 
sight of him until after he reaches 
the Sheriff in Huntsville. 
The inspectors and returns 
ing officer should count out the vote 
at the open place where the votes 
are received. They should not ask 
nor be permitted to remove the box 
to any secret place to do the counts 
ing. 

14. Deprive no man of any legal 
right. Permit no manto deprive 
you of your rights.

Proprietor Killed. 





A Priest Was Severely Drubbed for 
Interfering With the Rioters. 
Cholerine in a French 
Lunatic Asylum. 


St. PETERSBURG, July 28.—Advices 
received hers from Astrakhan are to the 
effect that the epidemic of cholera at 
that place is abating. 

From these advices it is also learned 
that serious disturbances due to the out- 
break of the disease have occurred, in 
the province of Astrakhan, where the 
inhabitants and a number of emigrants 
rebelled against the sanitary measures 
adopted by the authorities. 

The rioters attacked and pillaged a 
postoffice and the communal offices, and 
also wrecked a pharmacy and killed the 
proprietor and his assistants. They then 
attacked the police, who were trying to 
restore order, killing one and injuring 
anumber of others. A priest who at- 
tempted to pacify the rioters was se. 
verely beaten. 

In the villages.of Tolenio and ZGamis- 
chealso, in the province of Astrakhan, 
infuriated mobs seized and destroyed a 
a quantity of disinfectants landed from 
a steamer and tried to sieze the steamer 


but was repulsed. There are twenty- 
nine new cases of cholera reported in 
Niji-Novgorod. 


Sixteen Anarchists Convicted. 
BRUSSELS, July 28.—The trial of six- 
teen anarchists which has been in pro- 
gress at Liege for some days has been 


concluded, The jury returneda verdict 
of guilty on all counts of conspiracy to 
steal explosives and to destroy proper.y 
and an attempt to blow up the Ombret 
powder mil! The verdict was received 
amid profound silence. Monieau, the 
head of the band, was sentenced to 
twenty-five years penal servitude; Wolff 
and Beaujean, two of the leaders, to 
twenty years each; four others to fifteen 
years each, and two to ten and three 
years, respectively.

sent to their relief.” 


Plotters Arrested. 
Lonpon, July 28.—The Vienna corre 
spondent of the News says: A man 


named Zaharew spread rumors in Kazan 
similar to those spread in Astrakhan, 
declaring that the doctors were burying 
patients alive and poisoning them. He 
found ready believers and he called a 
meeting of the populace for the purpose 
of making an attack on the hospitals and 
expelling the physicians. The police 
arrrested Zaharew and sent him to 
prison for a month. Other plotters 
were also arrested. 


In au Asylum. 
Paris, July 28.—A violent outbreak 
of a disease supposed to be cholera has 


occurred in the lunatic asylum at Bon- 
neval, on the river Loire, seventy-five 
miles southwest of Paris. Of the forty- 
two cases so far reported, twenty have 
proved fatal. Dr. Brouardel, the well 
known specialist who was sent from 
Paris to investigate the outbreak, de- 
clared that the disease is merely chole- 
rine. 


Special Cordons Established. ' 


BERLIN, July 28.—The whole town of 
Posen will be medically inspected, as a 


precaution against cholera, and special 
cordons will be established for all rail- 
ways, roads and canals crossing the 
frontier. ‘The Berlin medical board has 
detained a number of Russian emi- 
grants and ordered that a strict exami- 
nation be made as to their condition, 
and that their belongings be disinfected, 





Andrew Carnegie’s Statement. 
Lonpon, July 28.—An agent of the 
Associated Press called upon Andrew 
Carnegie, in his seclusion on Loch Ram- 


rock, thirty miles from a railroad or 
telegraph station, to ask his opinion 
concerning Itomestead matters. At first 
Mr. Carnegie positively refused to dis- 
cuss any phase of the situation, but af- 
oneness interrogation, he finally 
said : 

“Well, I authorize you to make the 
following statement: I have not at- 
tended to business for the past three 
years, but I have implicit contidenca in 
those who are managing the mills. Fur- 
ther than that I have nothing to say.” 

It is very evident that Mr. Carnegie 
has nointention of returning to America 
at the present time.

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS, 


Cotton Presses Combine. 

A New Orleans dispatch says that the 
various cotton presses have agreed upon 
a tariff of charges. 

Most of them have signed, and the others 
will doubtless determine to uphold. About the 
only difference is in the rate on cotton for spec- 
ulation. An increase of five cents per bale is 
charged on account of the concessions recently 
granted labor. The different presses have al- 
ready made contracts with leading patrons cov- 
ering the year beginning next September,and so 
the combination rate will not be very wide- 
spread in its effect. The most important fea- 
ture of the combination is the fact that it shows 
a desire to combine among the presses, and it is 
generally asserted that within the year most of 
the presses will be under one management. 
The efforts and arrangements of the New York 
and London syndicate which obtained an op- 
tion on the New Orleans presses ‘convinced 
the owners of the wisdom and economy of con- 
solidation.” The serious obstacle to previous 
deals has been opposing views as to the value 
of the property concerned. 








A Celebrated Case to be Settled. 


The Myra Clark-Gaines case against 
New Orleans will be definitely settled 
in cash. 

The case, which was before the courts for 
forty years, ended ina judgment more than a 
year ago, the amount being reduced from 
$3,000 ,000 to about $800,000. The city offered the 
heirs bonds, but they refused to accept 4-per- 
cent bonds. The president of the board of 
liquidation of the city debt the other day gave 
notice that the entire amount due would be 
paid in cash on August 1, as the city had been 
able to negotiate its bonds. 


The Boller Exploded. 

A deplorable accident occurred on 
the farm of Enoch Little, in Hay wood 
county, Tenn., a few days ago. 

A small upright boiler burst while running a 
wheat thresher at full speed. Pete Mason, the 
negro fireman was dashed against a tree eighty 
yards distant. His head was mashed to a jelly. 
Loyd Anderson was struck bya flying wheel 
and badly injured. Others of the crew received 
slight injuries The fireman let the water give 
out in the boiler. 





Set Free. 

Quite a sensation wascreated at Bri» 
tol, Tenn., a few days since when Judge 
Rhea read his decision in the now fa- 
mous Jordan case. 

It will be remembered that Jordan shot and 
instantly killed bis paramour’s husband a few 
months ago, and was convicted of murder in 
the second degree and sentenced to twelve 
years in the penitentiary. Hemade an applica- 
tion fora new trial, but the judge did better 
than that, set him free. 





Death of a Notorious Criminal. 

A notorious prisoner died in the pent- 
tentiary at Richmond, Va., recently. 

He was Robert Hogan, who in 1873 was sent 
to the Virginia penitentiary from Bedford 
county for fiftv-four years for horse-stealing. 
He was pardoned by Gov. Lee in 1889, but came 
back from Montgomery county for seventeen 
years for the same crime. Hogan was a native 
of Botetourf and belonged to a respectable 
family. 

An Editor Indicted for Libel. 

The grand jury made its final report 
at Montgomery, Ala., the other day. 
Among the indictments were four for 
libel against Editor Frank Baltzell of 
the Alliance Herald. Some time since, 
and at various times, Baltzell made at- 
tacks upon Gov. Jones. Baltzell was 
arrested, and is now out on $1,500 bond. 


He Met His Man. 

J. J. Bowles, a merchant of Reedville, 
Ark., shot and killed two men named 
Wilcox and Ace. Reports say that the 
parties disagreed about some stave tim- 
ber, several weeks ago, and Wilcox and 
Ace sent Bowles word that they would 
kill him on sight. They saw him, but 
the killing was on the other side. 





Brained His Brother. 

Ben Calmer, a young man, killed his 
Brother, Samuel Calmer, a_ bachelor, 
aged 50 years, at Frankfort, Ky. 

The principals belong to a wealthy family. A 
dispute arose between the brothers, and Ben 
seized a chair, striking his brother, killing him 
instantly. He will plead insanity. The slayer 
was at one time an official at the state prison. 





The North Carolina Assessment. 

The North Carolina state railway 
commission has completed its assess- 
ment of sixty-two railways in North 
Carolina. It reports that during twelve 
months ending June 1, 116 miles of new 
road were built. The increase in the 
taxable value of the roads is over $1,000,- 
000. 





Mississippl Baptist Convention. 

The fifty-fourth annual Mississippi 
Baptist state convention was held at 
Meridan. Thecommittee on credentials 
reported present 194 delegates, repre- 
senting 948 churches, with 83,000 com- 
municants. 





Shot by a Preacher. 

At Pottsville, Tenn., Rev. Mansell] 
shot and fatally wounded Capt. S. Car- 
ritt. It seem to have been the result of 
a feud which originated by Carritt slap- 
ping the minister's daughter. 





Apprehended in Oklahoma. 

Six monthyago Henry Garrett mur- 
dered a man in Clay county, Ala. He 
and his wife fled on foot, and made 
their way to Yokon, Okla., where they 
were arrested the other day. 





Arkansas’ Invalid Governor. 

Gov. Eagle of Arkansas was able to 
leave his room the other day, for the 
first time since his severe illness. Ac- 
companied by Mrs. Eagle, he is at Pot- 
ash Sulphur springs, Ark. 





Redeemed an Unused Ticket. 

The suit of Justice Cooper, of the 
Mississippi supreme court, to compel 
the Alabama & Vicksburg railway to 
redeem an unused ticket, was compro- 
mised in the judge’s faver. 





Did Not Hang. 

The execution of Asbury Gentry, 
which was to have taken place at Bu- 
chanan, Ga., the other day, was post- 
poned, Gentry having been granted a 
new trial. 


Thought to be Glanders. 

A disease resembling glanders is rag- 
ing among horses in Webster county, 
Ky., said to have been introduced by 
stock imported from Montana. 


Death of an Ex-Congressman. 

Hon. Thomas A. Robertson, an ex- 
member of congress, died at Elizabeth- 
town, Ky. He represented the Eighth 
Kentucky district two terms. 





Killed by Lightning. 

Near Mount Sterling, Ky., during a 
thunder-storm, James Wills, a farmer 
and Annie Conney, a neighbor’s little 
giri, were killed by lightning.

Into them beat carefully four table- 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar and what- 
ever flavoring is desired. Mix into this 
one pint of good cream, and whip the 
mixture until it is very stiff. Itcan be 
served in little dishes or in glasses, or 
it is very delicious served on the same 
plate with raspberries or blackberries. 
—Demorests Magazine. 

—Corn Soup.—Chop one can of corn, 
add one pint of cold water, and simmer 
twenty minutes; fry two tablespoonfuls 
of butter and one small sliced onion to- 
gether, then add slowly one quart of 
hot milk; add this to the corn, also one 
teaspoonful of salt and half as much 
pepper. Rub through a sieve and when 
it comes to a boil again, add the beaten 
yolks of two eggs stirred in a little cold 
milk. Serve with squares of bread 
fried brown in butter.—Home. 

—Orange Custard—Pare, slice thin, 
and remove the seeds from two large 
oranges. Put twocups of milk intoa 
bowl; place the bowl in a kettle of 
boiling water, beat together two eggs 
and two tablespoonfuls of sugar; when 
the milk is hot stir in the eggs and 
sugar; when it thickens remove from 
the stove. Sprinkle the oranges with 
sugar and pour the custard over them. 
Serve cold. Bananas, berries or other 
fruit may be substituted for the 
oranges—Ohio Farmer. 

—Turpentine has almost as many 
uses in the household as borax. It is 
good for rheumatism, and, mixed with 
camphorated oil and rubbed on the 
chest, one of the best of remedies for 
bronchial colds. It is an excellent pre 
yentive against moths, although naph- 
tha is preferable, the odor leaving 
much sooner; it will drive away ants 
and roaches if sprinkled about the 
shelves and closet; a spoonful of it toa 
pail of warm water cleans paint excel- 
lently, and a little in the boiler on 
washing day whitens the clothes.—N. 
Y. Times. 

—‘‘Anybody can wash trousers, either 
white or colored,” said a tailor the 
other day, to one of his customers. 
‘*The process is perfectly simple if cer- 
tain plain directions are carefully fol- 
lowed. First, wash them thoroughly 
in’ warm soapsuds, only rubbing the 
soap on very bad spots; when well 
washed, rinse in cold water twice, tak- 
ing care that no soap is left in the 
goods. Then hang out to dry in the 
shade; never in the sun. Let the water 
drip off, but not wring them. They 
should be hung by the waist, and the 
moisture that collects at the end o/ 
each leg pressed off from time to time 
with a towel. When nearly dry, but 
still damp, they should be turned on 
the wrong side and ironed dry; and 
finally turn on the right side and 
creased. If these directions are fol- 
lowed there will be no material shrink- 
age, and the woolen will be as soft and 
bright-looking as ever,—N. Y. Tribune
